Second Day’s Processings 

’ AN EDUCATIONAL JOURNAL. 

The members were again tardy yesterday at the 
morning session. Prof. Orant took the chair, 
and the committee on the establishment of a 
paper reDorted, through Prof. Jewry, of George- 
i town. They recommend that a weekly journal 
be published, a specimen sheet to be issued on 
the 1st of February, and the regular publication 
commenced as soon thereafter as one thousand 
subscribers are obtained. This report elicited 
considerable discussion. All coincided in the ab- 
solute necessity of such a periodical, but how 
aud where the means for its sustenance were to 
be obtained, was the problem. 

The report was eventually adopted, and Pro- 
fessors Holyoke, Butler, and McDonald appointed 
to superintend the issue of the specimen number. 

An election for editor and assistant editors re- 
sulted as follows : 

Editor — E. A. Holyoke, Louisville. 
Corresponding Editor*— E. A. Grant, Frankfort; 
Noble Butler, Louisville; W. W. Harney, Louis- 
ville; J. A. Williams, Uarrodsburg; Jewry

Scott, Danville; Miss Virginia Williams. Louis- 
ville, and Miss Kate Rogers, Cynthiana. 

The name of Joseph Odell, of the Central Ken- 
tuckian, Lebanon, reported by the committee on 
nominations, was unanimously stricken from the 
list. 

SCHOOL BOOKS AND DICTIONARIES. 

A letter was read from Rev. Dr. Matthews, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, apologizing 
for his not being in attendance. He also informed 
the Association that the State Board of Education 
had recommended for the use of the public schools 
Dodd’s Arithmetic, Butler’s Grammar, and Good- 
rich’s Series of Readers, revised by Noble Butler. 
It was desirable that a series of geographies 
should be adopted suitable to this latitude. 

The president remarked that copies of Worces- 
ter’s Dictionary— a new edition-had been for- 
warded to the Association. Ho had, himself, ex- 
amined the work with considerable care, and was 
pleased with it, but would like to hear Prof. Noble 
Butler express his opinion upon the subject. 

Prof. Butler responded that he was gratified at 
the appearauce ol Worcester’s Dictionary. It was 
destined to be the standard of the language.— 
Webster made a dictionary to accord with his 
own ideas, and he had no ear for pronunciation 
L’he old Elementary Spelling Book had introduced 
more incorrect pronunciation than his huge d>c- 
t tonary could ever correct. The Profesaor men- 
tioned several amusing and instructive instances 
of the inaccuracies of Webster. 

STUDY or FOHK1GX AND DEAD LANGUAOIS. 

At the afternoon session an interesting discus 
sion arose upou the question. « Ought the foreign 
una ancient language to be studied in our com. 
.non school >t?’ Able arguments were adduced on 
both sides. Professors Scott aud McDonald iu 
the affirmative, and peofessors Williams and Risk 
a the negative. Prof. Holyoke was inclined to 
i-i medio tutiaimiu. In the course of the remarks 
of Prof. Williams, be said that he decidedly ob 
jested to lemale3 studying any other language 
'ban the English, as he considered one tongue 
enough for a woman. 

Last evening the Association discussed the 
question involving the propriety of boys and girls 
being taught together.

“Died at tbe Post of Duty."’ — The Vauderbilt j 
steamer Ariel, whose passage from Havre has 
been the longest and roughest of the season, ar- 
rived at the port of New York on Sunday. Capt. 
Ludlow, the commander, was killed during a 
strom on the voyage, it will be remembered. The 
following extract from the “log” relates the par-j 
ticolars: 

On Dec. >th, at 11 A. M., the ship settled deep- 
ly in the trough of the swell, aud a tremendous 
sea broke upon the forward deck. Capt. Ludlow, 
at the instant, was cautioned by the second mate, 
who was standing near him, to “look out,” but he 
had scarcely spoken the words when all were sub- 
merged, apparently ten feet under water. -Both 
the tirst ami second mates were badly injured, and 
for the instant it was thought that the steamer 
had foundered. Tbe main lmtch was broken in 
bv the sea, and many tons of water went below. 
Capt. Ludlow was knocked down, and tbe heavy 
drag, composed of plank and timbers, struck him 
in tbe side. He was lound lying upon bis back, 
with his cap washed ofl, his eyes closed, aud ap- 
parently insensible. In this condition he was 
conveyed to his room. He revived sufficiently to 
speak a few words. thelaM of which were: “Tell 

the Commodore 1 died at the post of duty.” He 
then sank back and expired. The iujnrv was ap- 
parently on the left side, two or three of the ribs 
being broken, and fragments penetrating the 
heart. 

Rcmp Know Nothing Convention. — The New 
V ork Herald of Wednesday savs : 

A few days ago a little private convention, sup- 
posed to be in the interest of Mr. Crittenden for 
the Presidency, and called together by one Nuthan 
Sargeant. assembled in the eitv of Washington, 
and talked over the affairs of the nation. The 
speakers and epeeches of the occasion have not 
leaked out. 

But the dignified and cautious old National In- 
telligencer assures us that the gathering was a 
highly respectable affair, of staunch Union men, 
from thirteen different States, aud that there was 
no such notion among them as the advancement 
of “the pretensions of any individual to the Presi 
dential nomination.” 

We are further assured that “no doubt was en- 
tertained by the meeting that a basis of uniou 
can be indicated which will enable the conserva- 
tive men of all parties of the confederacy to act 
together in the contest of I860.” Nor is this all, 
for “it is probable that at a future day a more 
formal and numerous meeting may be assembled 
to give full and public expression to their patriot- 
ic purposes.” 

All this may be satisfactory, but to us it is very 
mysterious. All that we can make of it is a move- 
ment of tbe rump of the Know Nothings for an 
other Fillmore operation againstjtlie Black Re 
publicans, under a new name; but let them hurry 
up that meeting.

The Fillibusters. 

Tbe following, from the New Orleans correspond- 
deuce of the St. Louis Republican, in reference to 
the tillibusters and their movements, will be read 

with interest: 

There is great rejoicing in the tiilibuster camp. 
The manner in which tbe schooner Susan slipped 
her tether, floated away from Uncle Sam's cutter 
ia a fog. aud then nosed her wav down the bay 
and cutto sea. fills our nautical men and iillibus- 
t*:rs with unbounded delight, and Admirul Mau- 
ry, (Admiral of the Amvrico- Nicaraguan Navy, 
by appointment of Gen. Win. Walker.) is unani- 
mously voted a trump. It appears that he (Mau- 
ry) embatked his fortune in this “emigration” 
scheme sometime ago, und that he has already 
spent a considerable sum of money in the cause. 
He is regarded as a valuable acquisition. Walk- 
er himself did not go in the Susan. He is still 
in Mobile, or its neighborhood, awaiting tidings, 
probably, of the safe debarkation of the pioneer 
forces, aud he has retained several of his most 
trusty officers to accompany him, one of whom is 
now in this city. This gentleman served many 
years in the U. S. army, and won distinction in 
the Florida aud Mexican campaigns. He ro*e 
from the ranks, and was promoted for repeated 
deeds of bravery on the battlefield, received final- 
ly a lieutenancy for the act of planting the Amer- 
ican flag ou the heights of Cerro Gordo. On that 
occasion he most emphatically enacted a part of 
“seeking the bubble reputation, even in the can- 
nons mouth.” He was foremost in the storming 
party, and when a close discharge of grape shot 
down his companions around him, he seized the 
flag and rushed madly at the parapet, from which 
its swarthy defenders fled like frightened sheep, 
and the next moment the stars and stripes waved 
over the place. He resigned his commission for 
the purpose of engaging in active service, and in 
Nicaragua maintained his reputation as a brave 
and skillful officer. I have been told that Walker 
relied greatly upon his judgment, and probably 
desires to have him with him when he departs. 

The schooner Fannie, which arrived yesterday 
evening from Cienfuegos, reports that on the 19lh 
inst., she fell in with the Susan, in lat. 24:50, N.; 
Ion. 87:30, W. ; all well. This would place her 
at that time about 200 miles from the northern 
coast of Y'ucatan, and if the information I have 
be correct, the question as to whether they will 
be captured before effecting a landing upon Nica- 
raguan soil, is settled. A person connected with 
the movement, and now here awaiting the de- 
parture of Gen. Walker, gave me his opinion, 
a day or two since, in regard to the course the 
Susan will take. The “opinion.” 1 am satisfied, 
was derived from a direct knowledge of the plan 
laid down before the vessel sailed, and it was im- 
parted to me only because the necessity for secre- 
cy no longer existed He thought the Susan 
would strike straight across from the peninsula of 
Yucatan to Honduras, and then coast all the way 
down to Blewlield, steering leisurely among the 
numerous islands, sand-keys, and shoals that lie 
along those shores. The policy of this course is 
apparent, for there are few places north of the 
mouth of the Blewtield river where a steamer, or any 
vessel of heavy tonnage can safelv approach with- 
in sixty miles of the coast. Not far from the 
mouth of Blewtield river, is an island, from which 
tbe mainland can easily be reached with boats. 
They can then ascend Blewtield river, either in 
bungos or by a tolerably good road, which will 
take them to Granada or Massava, as they may 
prefer. There is little doubt that one hundred 
and fifty men, who left this port a few weeks ago 
so secretly that no notice whatever was taken cl 
their departure, are encamped somewhere on the 
Blewtield river, and that a junction of the two 
forces will be readily effected. It is possible that 
they may try the lower mouth of the Colorado: 
but, of course, they will steer clear ol San Juan. 
Perhaps, but not probably, before this reaches you 
telegraphic dispatches from New York, Washing 
ton, or this city, may confirm or falsify this idea 
ofthe plan laid down by the tillibuster chiefs.

Steamer John L. Stephens, of the Tehauntepec 
line, with advices from New Orleans to the 12th 
ult., arrived at San Francisco on the first of De- 
cember.

Joel Mc- 
Donald, ex-policeman, and John Leary, constable, 
having been killed by thieves, whom tbev were 
attempting to arrest, at Columbia, iu tbe latter’s 
case, one of tbe murderers was captured and suan- 
marilv hung. Three others are in jail. f 

A uumbtr of dwellings aud stores at Texas, 
Shasta county, were burned on the 17th. 

The people of SaD Jose have memorialized the 
Government to permit the working of the Alma- 
den quicksilver mines. 

Benjamin F. Moulton, the well-kuown express- 
man, has been killed at San Francisco by Joseph 
W. Brewer. 

Thomas Browu and Marshal Multon were killed, 
and John Chambers badly wounded, near Sau 
Andrews, Calaveras county’ by a Mexican in self- 
defence. 

A severe gale occurred at Han Francisco ou the 
2d inst. Several vessels were slightly injured. 

Tbe Bulletin says that John Nugeut, ihe spe- 
cial United States agent at Victoria, had returned 
to San Francisco, en route for Washington. Be- 
fore leaving Victoria, be published an address to 
the Americans, insulting the Governor and other 
British authorities, causing much indignation 
there. 

From Washington. 

Washington, Dec. 29. — Contrary to recent ru- 
mors and positive assertions, there is official au- 
thority for saying that the Government, up to 
doo;i to-day, had not received one word relative to 
the return of the schooner Susan to Pensacola 
from Nicaragua. 

The Government is in daily telegraphic commu- 
nication with the Federal officers, at several South-

The recent chartering of a steamboat at New Or- 
leaus with this view, was hv authority of tbe Govt 
ernmeat in response to an application for that 
purpose. 

It appears from official returns from Hamburg 
and Bremen, the two most important emigrant 
ports of Europe, that tbe number of emigrants 
tbe nee to the United States was 41,044 for 10}^ 
months previous to the 15th of November. This 
is considerably less than the emigration for tbe 
corresponding period of the previous year.
